‘The fineness of Hongkong coins, as laid 
down by proclamation, is 800, practical- 
ly identical with that of Chinese sub- 
sidiary coins. Obviously then any 
arguments based on the belief that the 
Chinese have helped materially towards 
a solution of -the problem by melting 
down British coins must be received 
with great caution. Melting down un- 
doubtedly took place in the past but it 
would be ridiculous for the Government 
to base any action upon the unsupport- 
ed surmise that $20,000,000 worth of 
these coins has gone into the melting 
pot. We still believe that ii is tho 
clear and insistent dut? of the Governor 
to appoint a Commission comprised of 
the Colonial Treasurer and: representa- 
tives of the banking; shipping and mer- 
cantile communities, Such a Commis- 
ston should ho given the fullest powers 
to call for evidence and carry out a most 
oshaustive investigation.

FRANCO-JAPANESE -ENTENTE, 


Chineso Disapproval. 


Telegrams [vom Poking say,that the 


Chinese newspapers there are manimous in 
condemning the Franco-Japanese Entenfeas 
an instrument hostile to Chinese interests, 
“Japan Daily Mail.” It is 
added that Germany's Legation ia at the 
bottom of this mood, but the public has 
learned to discount insinuations of that 
sort. Every international arrangement to 
which Germany is not a directly assenting 
party mnst involve some senso: of dis- 
crimination, and from that point of view 
the Franco-Japansse Entent: may bear an 
unwelcome aspect in some German eyes, 
but the Germans -have too much sense, 
we imagine, to try to read between the 
Hines of nny covenant a menning to which 
its explicit terms are opposed. On the 
other Fand we cannot bo altogether sur- 
prised at China's uneasiness. From China's 
‘point of view what is happening is-that 
saveral great Powers are making agtee- 
ments antongst themsclres with reference 
tu the policy they Jropose to pursue to- 
wards her territorial integrity and com- 
mercial status. She herself is not consult- 
ed about those covenants and it would be 
strange if she did not experience some 
chagiin at being left out in the cold. Tho 
news of another entenfe, namely one be- 
tween Russin and Japan, hag been. -sent 
axeross the wires by the Chinese Represent- 
ativo in St. Petersburg and has contribut- 

ed to the fevling of uneasiness in Peking.
